Matthew 
Wilcox of criminal 
negligence causing death 
and negligent performance 
of a militaiy duty in the 
death of a fellow Canadian 
soldier. 

The four-member panel, 
however, 
stayed the 
manslaugh¬ 
ter charge 
against 
Wilcox. 

The 24- 
year-old 
pleaded not 
guilty to the 
charges in 
the death of Cpl. Kevin 
Megeney, 25, who was shot 
in a tent on the Kandahar 
Airfield base in Afghanistan 
on March 6, 2007. 

Megeney, from Stellarton, 
died about a half-hour later 
from major blood loss due 
to a gunshot wound to the 
right side of his chest. 

It’s the first time a soldier 
has been convicted of crim¬ 
inal negligence in the 
shooting death of another 
soldier while on tour in 
Afghanistan. 

An elderly female 
relative of Wilcox shouted 
“Oh God, no!” upon the ver¬ 
dict’s rendering. Wilcox’s 
mother, Ann, his sister, girl¬ 
friend and other relatives 
broke down into heavy 
sobs. Wilcox was pale but 
remained expressionless as 
he has through most phas¬ 
es of this court martial the 
longest in recent Canadian 
military history. 

Wilcox’s sentencing 
takes place during a hear¬ 
ing from Sept. 9 to 11.

Man charged

Former Progressive Con¬ 
servative health minister 
Chris d’Entremont said it 
was impractical to keep ful¬ 
ly supplied stockpiles be¬ 
cause different pandemic 
plans called for different 
supplies. He said the con¬ 
stantly shifting require¬ 
ments would have lead to 
many supplies expiring and 
being wasted. 


“The requirements and 
the requests were always 
different. So do we put 
money into something that 
in 12 months time would 
not be required?” d’En¬ 
tremont said. 

“I think today we would 
be no further ahead than 
we were because the 
equipment we would have 
bought in 2007 would be 
expired.” 

Current Health Minister 
Maureen MacDonald rec¬ 
ommended Thursday all 33 
of Lapointe’s recommenda¬ 
tions. Health officials say 
there should be enough 
supplies to get through an 
outbreak unless an unex¬ 
pected spike occurs.

YMCA to close doors of daycare 

Organization says it does not have enough capital, resources to maintain centre

The YMCA has announced 
they will close their Dart¬ 
mouth daycare at the end 
of October. 

YMCA spokesperson Bar¬ 
bara Miller said Thursday 
the early-child-care centre 
hasn’t been financially 
sustainable. 

“This particular program 
has had a deficit for the 
past four years,” Miller 
said. “It’s also in a leased 
facility that is requiring a 
number of upgrades and 
we just don’t have the capi¬ 
tal resources to make 
those happen in order to 
bring the building up to 
standards.” 

Some of these upgrades 
would have improved the 
playground and the build¬ 
ing’s ventilation system, 
Miller said. 

The YMCA is a non-profit 
organization that was deal¬ 
ing with a leased space for 


10 years. 

“We’re meeting with 
each of the families that 
want to meet with us to de¬ 
termine what their child¬ 
care needs are,” Miller 
said. 

The daycare serves 56 
children and their fami¬ 
lies. Parents protested the 
closure outside the centre 
Thursday morning. Miller 
said the YMCA told parents 
“a couple weeks” ago they 
were considering the clo¬ 
sure. 

The YMCA employs nine 
full-time staff at the centre. 
Termination notices about 
the closure were sent out 
Tuesday. 

The staff unionized with 
the Canadian Union of 
Public Employees in De¬ 
cember last year. CUPE rep¬ 
resentative Naomi Stewart 
said her organization is 
suspicious of the YMCA’s 
motives. 

“The timing of this clo¬ 
sure is highly suspect. This 
centre has, at least, 18 full¬ 


time spaces available,” 
Stewart said in a release. 
“To say that financial sus¬ 
tainability is a factor when 
spaces are waiting to be 
filled is, in our opinion, 


not valid.” 

Andrew Younger, Liberal 
MLA for Dartmouth East, 
also questions the closing 
and is calling on the YM¬ 
CA to reverse its decision. 


“It is outrageous that the 
YMCA expects parents to 
find new spots for their 
children in such a short 
time,” Younger said in a re¬ 
lease. “As a community- 


based organization, the 
YMCA should have consult¬ 
ed with parents and the 
community. The fact that 
didn’t happen is unaccept¬ 
able.”

Little concern over flu: Survey

health Nova Scotians con¬ 
tinue to not lose much 
sleep over influenza A 
(H1N1), also known as 
swine flu, according to a 
survey released Thursday 
by Nextbus. 

About six in 10 Nova Sco¬ 
tians say they are not very 
(29 per cent) or are not at 
all (30 per cent) concerned 
about themselves or some¬ 
one in their family getting 
swine flu in the next 
month, the survey reports. 


Timing 

• The survey was complet¬ 
ed three days before the 
first Nova Scotian died from 
swine flu. 


Four in 10 surveyed said 
they were either very (14 
per cent) or somewhat (26 
per cent) concerned that 
they will get the virus. 

The numbers basically 
mirror results from a simi¬ 
lar poll done by Nextbus in 
early May. 

This recent poll was con¬ 


ducted from July 16 to 21. 
It surveyed 403 adults and 
carries a margin of error of 
4.9 per cent, 19 times out 
of 20. 

The survey also asked 
over the past few weeks 
have you ever been wor¬ 
ried that you may be com¬ 
ing down with swine flu, 
with 10 per cent saying 
yes, up by four points from 
the spring. 

When asked how likely 
do you think it is some¬ 
body will die from swine 
flu in Nova Scotia, 25 per 
cent said very likely, up 
from 11 per cent.

But outlook for Saskatchewan worse than expected 


The economies of all 10 
provinces will bounce 
back from recession next 
year, forecasters said 
Thursday, but the view for 
the remainder of 2009 is 
mixed with the 
Conference Board of Cana¬ 
da seeing Saskatchewan 
falling hard. 

The Conference Board 
said in its summer provin¬ 
cial outlook that it expects 
four provinces — Manito¬ 
ba, New Brunswick, Nova 
Scotia and Prince Edward 
Island — to avoid recession 
completely in 2009. 

But it revised its outlook 
for Saskatchewan, which 
earlier this year looked set 
to be the star provincial 
performer, sharply lower. 

It now sees that 
province’s economy 

shrinking 2.7 per cent in 


Weakest 

• One of the weakest per¬ 
formers in forecasts was 
Newfoundland and Labra¬ 
dor, which is battling produc¬ 
tion slowdowns in the oil in¬ 
dustry, a key contributor to 
the economy of the country's 
easternmost province. 

2009, compared with its 
spring forecast of 0.2 per 
cent growth, because of a 
drought hitting major 
crops and weak global de¬ 
mand for potash, a key fer¬ 
tilizer ingredient that is 
one of Saskatchewan's ma¬ 
jor exports. 

“What a difference a few 
months can make,” the 
Conference Board said. 
“Major potash production 
cuts and uncertainty in the 


agriculture sector have 
dimmed the outlook con¬ 
siderably.” 

Economists at Bank of 
Nova Scotia, however, saw 
the future differently and 
said that all provinces ex¬ 
cept Saskatchewan will 
have contracting econ¬ 
omies this year. 

Scotiabanlc also cited 
potash and low precipita¬ 
tion rates as drags on 
growth in Saskatchewan, 
but forecast the province 
would eke out growth of 
0.6 per cent this year. 

Earlier this year, the 
bank had said Saskat¬ 
chewan will likely post no 
growth this year. 

Both the Conference 
Board and Scotiabanlc ex¬ 
pect Saskatchewan will 
have country-leading grow¬ 
th in 2010.

Management can rebuild 
fish stock, researchers say 


environment The world's 
commercial fisheries, pres¬ 
sured by overfishing and 
threatened with possible 
collapse by mid-century, 
could be rebuilt with care¬ 
ful management, research¬ 
ers reported Thursday. 

In fact, a fisheries expert 
who in 2006 predicted total 
global collapse of fish and 
seafood populations by 
2048 is more optimistic of 
recovery, based on a wide- 
ranging two-year study by 
scientists in North and 
South America, Africa, Aus¬ 
tralia and New Zealand. 

Still, 63 per cent of fish 
stocks worldwide need to 
be rebuilt, the researchers 
said.

bandidos trial A biker 
working undercover for 
police was given a secret 
signal to use if he felt his 
life was in danger, a mass 
murder trial was told 
Thursday. 

“I was actually supposed 
to kick my shoe off,” the 
informer testified. 

The comments from the 
informer, who can only be 
identified as “M.H.,” came 
on the fourth and final 
day of cross-examination 
by defence lawyer Tony 
Bryant, who is represent¬ 
ing accused killer Marcelo 
Aravena, 33, of Winnipeg. 

Aravena is one of six 
men who are each 
charged with eight counts 
of first-degree murder for 
the execution-style slaying 
of eight members of the 
Greater Toronto Area Ban¬ 
didos in April of 2006. 

M.H. told court he 
became a police undercov¬ 
er agent shortly after 
returning from the farm 
of biker Wayne Kellestine, 
west of London, where the 
eight bikers were slain. 

He said he never actual¬ 
ly had to use the secret 
signal, which was 
designed to alert nearby 
officers to come and 
rescue him when he was 
secretly recording conver¬ 
sations with Winnipeg 
members of the Bandidos.

Iranian police and 
protesters clash 


Baton-wielding Iranian po¬ 
lice fired tear gas on Thurs¬ 
day and arrested protest¬ 
ers mourning the young 
woman killed in post-elec¬ 
tion violence who has be¬ 
come a symbol for the op¬ 
position to Tehran’s hard¬ 
line leaders. 

The renewed protests 
show the opposition refus¬ 
es to be quelled or accept 
the June 12 hardline elec¬ 
tion victory despite a secu¬ 
rity crackdown, the arrest 
of hundreds of demonstra¬ 
tors and repeated calls from 
Supreme Leader Ayatollah 
Ali Khamenei. 

The clashes erupted after 
hundreds of supporters of 
opposition leader Mir Hos- 



sein Mousavi gathered to 
mourn Neda Agha-Soltan, 
whose death on June 20 
was captured on video and 
seen by hundreds of thou¬ 
sands on the Internet. 

At least 300 mourners 
were at a ceremony for the 
26-year-old music student 
at Tehran’s Behesht-e Zahra 
cemetery, greeting the op¬ 
position leader with chants 
of “Mousavi we support 
you,” a witness said. 

But police forced Mousavi 
to return to his car and 
leave. Hundreds later tried 
to move toward the Grand 


Mosala, a large prayer ven¬ 
ue in central Tehran. Police 
were out in force outside 
the Mosala, having rejected 
a request by opposition 
leaders to hold a memorial 
ceremony there. 

“There are thousands of 
people chanting slogans in 
favour of Mousavi. Hun¬ 
dreds of riot police ... are 
trying to disperse them,” 
another witness said. 

Protesters set garbage 
containers alight in nearby 
streets. At least three pro¬ 
testers were arrested and 
police smashed the car win¬ 
dows of drivers who 
honked their horns in sup¬ 
port of the demonstrators,

Weak Q2 ends 
Petro-Can’s run 


Petro-Canada closed the 
curtain Thursday on more 
than three decades as a 
flagship oil company with 
a 95 per cent drop in profit 
and a warning that its re¬ 
fining business faces 
tough times for the rest of 
this year. 

Set up in the mid-1970s 
by then-prime minister 
Pierre Trudeau as a win¬ 
dow into an industry then 
dominated by U.S. compa¬ 
nies, Petro-Canada is set to 
be merged into Suncor En¬ 
ergy Inc on Saturday after 
a $22.5-billion takeover. 

The deal closes amid 
weak conditions in the oil 
patch. Layoffs began this 
week, with an undisclosed 
number of senior execu¬ 
tives being informed of 
their status in the new 
Suncor, which will be 


Canada’s biggest oil com¬ 
pany. The companies 
struck the deal in March as 
the industry struggled 
with falling commodity 
prices and the credit 
crunch. 

In his last conference 
call with analysts and re¬ 
porters to discuss Petro- 
Canada’s quarterly results, 
chief executive Ron Bren- 
neman did not say how 
many employees would 
lose their jobs. The firms 
are aiming for $300 mil¬ 
lion in annual cost savings. 

“Our focus is more on 
working our way down 
through the various levels 
of the organization and 
trying to get to people as 
quickly as we can to pro¬ 
vide some certainty about 
where their future lies,” 
said Brenneman. reuters

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Swimming’s suit 
problem balloons 



S wimming has a 
problem. The new 
polyurethane suit, 
ubiquitous at the 
13th World Champi¬ 
onships in Rome, is leading 
to a bevy of records, but it 
doesn’t fit the true spirit of 
competition. 

Many sports have been 
through these choppy wa¬ 
ters. Hockey’s advances in 
padding and carbon fibre- 
sticks have made the game 
faster, allowed harder hits 
and more dangerous shots. 
Modern tennis racquets 
and golf clubs have mam¬ 
moth striking surfaces. But 
are the players in these 
games any more skilful? 

That’s why FINA, the in¬ 
ternational governing body 
of aquatic sport, is putting 
an end to the madness and 


declaring that as of 2010 
the plastic flotation device, 
worn by most of the record 
breakers, will be going out 
of style. 

There are few dissenters. 

A sense of embarrass¬ 
ment pervades in Rome. 
World records are tumbling 
mostly thanks to the skin 
suit. 

Many believe FINA al¬ 
lowed its use here because 
the manufacturer of one 
model is a major sponsor of 
the meet. The athletes, 
some would argue, have 
been forced to cram them¬ 
selves into the suits in or¬ 
der to keep pace — uncom¬ 
fortable as that may be. 

One Canadian team 
member marvelled at the 
poolside odour. “It smells 
like a kiddies birthday par¬ 
ty — kind of like a bunch of 
balloons.” 

Indeed, that’s what the 
swimmers look like when 
they come out of the water 
... like a squadron of black 
balloons. They walk awk¬ 
wardly and immediately 
unzip themselves so they 
can breathe again. They are 
so uneasy about wearing 


the suits that many accom¬ 
plished stars like Libby 
Triclcett of Australia black 
out the logo or use accredi¬ 
tation cards to cover it up 
during television inter¬ 
views in order to protect 
their regular sponsors. 

Most disturbing is the 
fact that Paul Biedermann 
of Germany, the man who 
has ended Michael Phelps 
domination in the pool by 
winning the 200-metre 
freestyle, faced few ques¬ 
tions about his spectacular 
victory and dozens about 
his chosen swim apparel. 

“I’m kind of sad the talk 
is all about the suit,” Bieder¬ 
mann lamented. “For me 
it’s all about the swimming 
and today I am the fastest.” 

It all leaves the whiff of 
something slightly spoiled. 

Swimming is supposed to 
be about the race. Right 
now it’s more about the 
suit. That will forever leave 
an asterisk on these World 
Championships.

Tough mark to beat 

Four-minute barrier unbroken at MacPass Mile

The Macdonald Bridge is 
still waiting for its very 
own Miracle Mile, a feat 
now 15 years in the 
making. 

Runners will once again 
look to crack the elusive 
four-minute barrier in the 
15th annual MacPass Mile 
on Sunday starting in Hali¬ 
fax. The Macdonald 
Bridge’s uphill-downhill 
route, paved surface and 
high winds make it espe¬ 
cially hard to duplicate 
Roger Bannister’s first 
“Miracle Mile” in 1955. 

“When you throw in an 
uphill early on, it’s pretty 
easy to get into trouble on 
that,” said Halifax native 
Robbie Kitz, who will be

participating in his fourth 
Bridge Mile. “There are al¬ 
ways a few people really 
suffering by halfway and 
there’s not any time (in the 
mile) to come back from 
that.” 

Kitz’s fastest time in the 
MacPass Mile was 4:18. He 
is ranked third in the elite 
class heading into the race. 
The top two runners, Matt 
Lincoln of Scarborough, 
Ont., and Adam Kellar of 
Hampton, N.B., both have 
four-minute credentials. 

Lincoln’s personal-best 
times — 3:38 in the 1,500 


metres and 3:59 for a flat 
mile — are world-class, 
while Kellar’s personal- 
best of 3:47 in the 1,500 is¬ 
n’t far behind. 

But it’s going to take a 
special day to surpass 
Jamie Blanchard’s MacPass 
Mile record of 4:02 set in 
2002. Kitz said it would be 
“awfully tough” to pull off 
four minutes, but said the 
running community will 
be dazzled if it happens. 

“It would take a very im¬ 
pressive run,” said Kitz, a 
former cross country run¬ 
ner at Queen’s. “We’ve had 
some pretty big names run 
this thing and not very 
close to four minutes.”

Judith Jones says Meryl 
Streep “got” Julia Child in 
the new him Julie & Julia. 

Jones ought to know. She 
first met Child — the fu¬ 
ture giant of American 
cooking — in 1961 when 
she became her cookbook 
editor. It was a friendship 
that spanned five decades 
until Child’s death in 2004. 

“Meryl was terrific. I 
think it’s uncanny, she 
does become Julia,” Jones 
says about the actress. 
“She has studied facial ex¬ 
pressions and it’s hard to 
pinpoint them all, but it’s 
true Julia. 

“Julia was big and awk¬ 
ward and in those days, it 
was a liability for a woman 
to be that tall. And she 
scuffled a bit with her feet. 
Meryl Streep gets all of 
that. It has something to 
do with what she was. She 
wasn’t going to let it hand¬ 
icap her; she turned it into

an asset. She had such a 
presence.” 

Jones — who discovered 
The Diary of Anne Frank in 
the reject pile of a Paris pub¬ 
lishing house — took a 
chance on Child’s landmark 
cookbook, Mastering the 
Art of French Cooking, 
which at the time was gath¬ 
ering dust at the publishing 
house she worked for. 

Jones, who is now 85, 
championed it against the 
prevailing wisdom of the 
day; that women wouldn’t

cook elaborate food in 
their homes. The book was 
a smash hit. 

Jones became Child’s 
personal editor, cheer¬ 
leader and kitchen aide, 
helping her perfect recipes 
in her home kitchen in 
Cambridge, Mass. 

“I was the perfect person 
for her book,” Jones smiles. 
“I was looking for such a 
book and it seemed like a 
godsend. No one wrote 
that way about cooking, to 
truly explain ingredients, 
techniques and all of that. 

“You can’t just cook in 
the French way particular¬ 
ly because there are tech¬ 
niques and rules. 

“She was always so dis¬ 
dainful of what she called 
‘the flimsies.’ I am con¬ 
vinced of one thing, there 
are people who simply 
don’t have the genes to 
cook. You can expose them 
to food all you want, 
they’re the ‘flimsies.’”

Funny People’s deceptive¬ 
ly simple title speaks vol¬ 
umes about its content. 

On one hand, writer/direc¬ 
tor Judd Apatow’s film is 
indeed filled with humor¬ 
ous humans of every per¬ 
suasion. But underneath 
its lighthearted, laugh out 
loud exterior lurks a far 
darker, more complex 
treatise on how amusingly 
out of touch and lost we as 
a culture really are. 

Apatow regular Seth Ro¬ 
gen plays a likeable shlub 
named Ira, a struggling 
stand up comedian in L.A. 
who, while waiting his turn 
on stage at a local club, en¬ 
counters slumming Holly¬ 
wood comedy legend 
George Simmons (equally 
revered funnyman Adam 
Sandler, who gives a career 
best performance here). 

Haunted and seemingly 
burned out, George takes a 
shine to Ira and invites him 
to work for him, writing 
jokes for his act and manag¬ 
ing his day to day affairs. 

Except, as it turns out, 
George is suffering from a 


rare blood disorder and 
hasn’t much time left to 
live. 

As Ira becomes his idol’s 
disciple — and, eventually, 
friend — a twist of fate 
steers their “bromantic” 
bond in an unexpected di¬ 
rection, leading to an al¬ 
most surreal final hour that 
introduces George’s sexy 
ex-lover Laura (Leslie Mann) 
and her macho Aussie hub¬ 
by Clarke (Eric Bana). 

To divulge any more 
about Funny People’s 
strange, meandering narra¬ 
tive would spoil the pic¬ 
ture’s many pleasures, 


chief among them that the 
audience has absolutely no 
idea where it’s going at any 
given time. 

This is Apatow’s master¬ 
piece: A hilarious, poignant 
observational film that’s 
closer to vintage Woody 
Allen than anything that’s 
ever bore his crowd pleas¬ 
ing brand before. 

Clocking in at almost TA 
hours, the extra running 
time gives the filmmaker 
free rein to fully flesh out 
his eccentric characters, 
ensuring that even the 
smallest roles (like Aubrey 
Plaza’s sardonic nerd 


girl/love interest) serve to 
enrich the stoiy. 

Filled with the expected 
raunchy dialogue, nudity 
and penis jokes — but 
laced with a bitter cyni¬ 
cism — Funny People isn’t 
just another sensitive guy 
romp, it’s the modern 
comedy as an artform ... 
and one of the best movies 
of the year so far.

By her own admission, 
writer/director Kari Skog¬ 
land took several liberties 
with Fifty Dead Men Walk¬ 
ing, her filmed adaptation 
of political informant Mar¬ 
tin McGartland’s autobiog¬ 
raphy. 

But, really, that’s OK. 
Movies are meant to be an 
impression of reality, and 
by the time Slcogland’s 
white knuckle picture fades 
to black, we feel like we’ve 
sprinted a mile in McGart¬ 
land’s blood-stained shoes 
just the same. 

The film begins in the 
wilds of northern Canada, 
with a grizzled, bearded 
McGartland (21’s Jim 
Sturgess) fending off a bru¬ 


tal attack by a masked gun¬ 
man that leaves him bullet 
riddled and gasping for life. 
As the camera settles on 
his wide eyes, we are thrust 
11 years into the past with 
a younger, freewheeling 
McGartland running 
around Belfast as the ten¬ 
sions related to “the trou¬ 
bles” escalate around him. 

Soon, McGartland finds 
himself embroiled in the 
machinations of the IRA 


and assumes the role of in¬ 
former for British Intelli¬ 
gence (exemplified by Sir 
Ben Kingsley as McGart¬ 
land’s smooth U.K. contact). 
As McGartland gets deeper 
into his double life, ten¬ 
sions mount and it’s only a 
matter of time before his vi¬ 
olent, IRA associates discov¬ 
er the truth of his decep¬ 
tion. 

Some critics have com¬ 
plained that the film is far 


too “entertaining” to suit 
the grim subject matter, 
and that politics take a back 
seat to the director’s glossy 
cinematic conceits. Make 
no mistake; Fifty Dead Men 
Walking is a rollicking, full 
throttle entertainment, as 
vital a thriller as it is as a 
gut-wrenching melodrama. 

But its accessibility never 
once betrays the bitter real¬ 
ity of its brutal backdrop. 
We never once feel re¬ 
moved from the IRA/Union¬ 
ist conflicts and their devas¬ 
tating effect on the North¬ 
ern Irish populace. 

What Skogland has wisely 
chosen to do, however, is fo¬ 
cus her narrative squarely 
on McGartland’s stranger- 
than-fiction story and, in 
turn, on Sturgess’ breathtak¬ 
ing performance. There’s a 
level of ferocity on display 
here that none of the young 
actor’s previous roles even 
hint at. This is Oscar calibre 
stuff all the way.

review It seems preposter¬ 
ous that the only thing a 
relationship movie has to 
do to seem original and in¬ 
ventive is tell the story 
from the guy’s perspec¬ 
tive, but that’s Hollywood. 

The audience gets the 
guy’s perspective and more 
in (500) Days of Summer, 
thanks to a non-linear story¬ 
telling structure that re¬ 
counts a love affair far more 
effectively than a chrono¬ 
logical retelling ever could. 

First-time director Marc 
Webb pulls out as many 
stops as he can think of, 
tossing in homages to clas¬ 
sic films, a precocious 


youngster dispensing rela¬ 
tionship advice, animation 
and one inspired musical 
sequence sure to make 
Hall and Oates popular 
with a whole new genera¬ 
tion of fans. 

But what’s most impres¬ 
sive is that with all vintage 
sneakers and ironic de¬ 
tachment set to a Smiths- 
heavy soundtrack, the 
movie doesn’t fall off into 
a twee abyss. 

For that, primary credit 
goes to the lead actors. As 
the titular Summer, Zooey 
Deschanel does great work 
playing the idealized indie 
girlfriend — “quirky” 
seems too dismissive. 

But the real star here is 
Joseph Gordon-Levitt, who 
has been quietly building 
an impressive dramatic re¬ 
sume in films like Brick 
and Mysterious Skin. 

Here, he comes into his 
own as a full-fledged lead¬ 
ing man, making even self- 
indulgent moping seem 
compelling.

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The hazards of love 

The Decemberists take an unusual musical departure

Unexpected musical 
pairings don’t always fly 
when they’re first realized. 

There are those, of 
course, that just never take 
off, and for good reason — 
like Scarlett Johansson and 
Tom Waits covers, or the 
embarrassing mid-’80s 
Bowie/Jagger collaboration. 
But others, like Wilco and 
eclectic experimentation on 
Yankee Hotel Foxtrot, and 
Alison Krauss-brand blue- 
grass with the Zeppelin 
rock vox of Robert Plant, 
however doubted, end aptly 
up in the musical strato¬ 
sphere. 

The Decemberists’ latest 
album The Hazards of Love 
takes up company with the 
latter. In an unanticipated 
departure, the Portland, 
Ore., band divorces its spir¬ 
ited folk rock repertoire for 


a musically amalgamated 
concept album, initially in¬ 
tended as a stage musical. 

The album recalls the tale 
of a lady called Margaret 
and her mystical, often sex¬ 
ual forest exploits. After 
falling in love with forest- 
dweller William, she comes 
under scrutiny by his moth¬ 
er, the Queen of the forest, 
who fails to cease Mar¬ 
garet’s abduction by a dan¬ 
gerous villain, The Rake. 
William searches for and re¬ 
unites with Margaret, and 
they reignite their love be¬ 
fore dying, together. 

Colin Meloy, singer and 
songwriter for the band, un¬ 
derstands the risk of taking 
such a conceptual diver¬ 
sion, but says the album’s 
just not intended for every¬ 
body. “I can totally under¬ 
stand why this record 
would not be to someone’s 
taste. I knew from the very 
beginning this was going to 
be a pretty polarizing 


record and that some peo¬ 
ple would hate it and some 
people will love it.” 

Hazards has polarized the 
critics, that have produced 
largely mixed reviews of the 
album. But Meloy main¬ 
tains his band is just a quick 
and easy target because of 
the early praise it’s gar¬ 
nered. And estranging crit¬ 
ics or The Decemberists’ 
fans is fine by Meloy. “If we 
do alienate people, they 
would be the sort of people 
that would be restricting 
our creativity anyway.” 

It’s all part of the solid 
precedent he says the band 
has set for itself. “People are 
welcome to come along,” he 
says, “But we’re going to be 
doing what we want and 
not kowtowing to accessi¬ 
bility or tastes.” 

Non-conformity is as pres¬ 
ent in Hazards’ format as its 
sound. Added to the folk 
music the band is noted for, 
there are sure signs of met¬ 


al, progressive rock and 
hard rock on the album, a 
testament to Meloy’s dis¬ 
sent against the tension be¬ 
tween folk and metal. 

“I think they’re more 
akin than some people give 
them credit for, especially 
when you’re dealing with 
classic metal from the ‘70s 
and the British folk revival,” 
he says. “At that time, metal 
and folk music were these 
sort of weird bastard 
cousins, walking around 
hand in hand.” 

Similarly smitten should 
be an artist’s work to their 
influences, says Meloy, no 
matter the expected recep¬ 
tion. “Anybody writing 
songs and making music 
should be making music 
that is, in some way, the 
sum total of their record 
collection,” he says. “By and 
large, I feel like I’m making 
the music that I want to 
make. I hope we can contin¬ 
ue doing that.”

His sophomore disc, Sun¬ 
ny Side Up, kicks off with 
a heavy dose of 2 Tone- 
style reggae (unofficial 
Specials trombonist Rico 
Rodriguez plays on the 
song), and there are up¬ 
stroke sounds elsewhere 
on the record. 

“Jamaican music is my 
favourite,” says the gui¬ 
tarist. “It’s not like I want¬ 
ed to make a reggae 
record, it’s just how the 
song came out.” 

Nutini is not the next 
Bob Marley, though. Most 
of his record dabbles in 
folk, laidback Jack John- 
son-lilce melodies and 
some light Simon and 
Garfunkel-ish sounds. 

While the music is defi¬ 
nitely eclectic, the one 
thing most of the tunes 
have in common is that 
they’re upbeat and happy, 
as the album’s moniker 
suggests. 

“I’m pretty happy,” says 
Nutini. “If you’re happy 
and comfortable then 
write about it. Obviously 
there are things going on 
in the world, but I figured 
I better make songs that 
I’m going to like playing.” 

It’s a good thing that 
the songwriter is in a 
good, emotional place, be¬ 
cause many young stars 
his age have trouble deal¬ 
ing with fame. Nutini, 


however, hasn’t fallen in¬ 
to the trap of rock ’n’ roll 
excess like so many of his 
peers. 

“That stuff is always 
there — everyone says to 
go out with the band and 
get drunk every night, but 
that’s so cliche. And I 
want to avoid being a 
cliche,” he 
says. “I’m not 
made to con¬ 
sume so 
much alco¬ 
hol. I don’t 
really get the 
challenge.” 

With Sun¬ 
ny Side Up 
topping the 
charts in the 
U.K. and Ire¬ 
land, it may 
get increas¬ 
ingly more 
difficult for 
Nutini not to 
get caught up 
in the fast 
life, but it 
helps that 
the pressure 
of being a 
young star is¬ 
n’t getting to 
him too 
much. 

“I don’t re¬ 
ally think 
about age,” 

he says. 

“The pressure is that 
you’re just another guy in 
the queue. But I’m lucky 
to be in the queue in the 
first place.”

Half 
of that number is in Toron¬ 
to, half is not. We want to 
raise our brand visibility 
outside the GTA.” 

Vernon says the maga¬ 
zine, free in Toronto, will 
be sold for $4.95 
outside the city 
and adds, “We’ll 
make a few thou¬ 
sand copies avail¬ 
able across the 
country, around 
1 20 copies per 
store.” 

Although the ma¬ 
jority of the maga¬ 
zine’s 50,000 circu¬ 
lation remains in 
the GTA, content is 
now more national 
in scope, says Ver¬ 
non. “Our current 
issue has political stories on 
topics such as why Canada 
is getting out of Africa and 
why paleness of skin colour 
has been used as a measure 
of black beauty. Our con¬ 
tent is inspirational and 
positive, not fluffy.”

“I’m kind of just keeping 
it in the family with all of 
my close friends,” says Lav¬ 
igne, whose last album, 


2007’s The Best Damn 
Thing, has sold 1.6 million 
copies, according to 
Nielsen SoundScan. 

“I started this record off 
really slow, just writing 
songs at home on my pi¬ 
ano. I didn’t work with a 
ton of people this time.” 

The album’s first single 
hasn’t been confirmed, but 
the 25-year-old Lavigne 
says it could “possibly” be 
a song that emerged from 
the TV commercial for her 
new Black Star fragrance, 
which will go on sale in 
the U.S. this fall. 

“It’s the first song that I 
recorded for this record,” 
she says. “It’s kind of like a 
lullaby.”

8 oz (250 g) cherry 
tomatoes 

1 large red onion, cut into 
wedges 

2 garlic cloves, sliced 
1/4 cup (50 mL) pine nuts 
1 tbsp (15 mL) olive oil 
10 oz (300 g) penne 

15 oz (425 g) canned tuna 
in spring water, drained 
4.5 oz (125 g) canned corn 
kernels, drained and 
rinsed 

1/2 cup (125 mL) chopped 
fresh flat-leaf parsley 

INGREDIENTS: 

1 lemon, juiced 

1/3 cup (75 mL) extra 
virgin olive oil 

2 tsp (10 mL) wholegrain 
mustard 

1 tbsp (15 mL) bottled ca¬ 
pers, rinsed and roughly 
chopped 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat oven to 350°F 
(180°C). Line baking tray 
with baking paper and lay 
out cherry tomatoes, 


onion, garlic and pine 
nuts. Drizzle with oil, sea¬ 
son to taste and gently 
toss. Roast 15-20 minutes 
or until tomatoes are soft¬ 
ened and pine nuts are 
lightly browned. Remove 
from oven and set aside. 

2. Meanwhile, cook pasta 
in large pot of boiling wa¬ 
ter according to pack 
instructions. 

3. For dressing, combine 
lemon juice, extra virgin 
olive oil, mustard and ca¬ 
pers in small bowl and 
mix thoroughly. 

4. Once pasta is cooked, 
strain in colander, then re¬ 
turn to pot. Add roasted 
tomato mixture, tuna, 
corn, parsley and dressing 
to pasta and mix gently, 
without breaking up 
tomatoes too much.
